Mr. i. H. Ferguson, of Troy, N. Y., has the 
honor cf being the originator of the Associa- 
tion. In April, 1873, ne prepared acircular ad- 
dress on the subject of transportation, which he 
sent to the Gioverrers of the various States, and 
other prominent geutiemen, inviting them to s 
meeting at the Astor louse, ia the City of New 
Lork, on the 6th of the following month, for the 
purpose of forming an association to effect 
needed reforms in ‘railroad manarement, and 
other matters aifecting transportation. 

Accordingly, on the Gi of May, 1873, repre- 
Seniaiives of Now York, Maseachusetts, Illinois, 
Towa, Indana, Wiecousin, Connecticut, Michi- 
gau, and New Jersey met at the Astor House, 
and temporarily organized under tho style of the 
National lravsporiation Association, 
which style was changed to the American Cheap 
Transparlation Association in the Cousiitation 
adopted, which is as follows:

MURDER AND MANSLAUGHTER. 


A DESPERATE RIOT. 
Pirresunc, Pa. Nov. 29.—A diepateh from 
Shonrtown, Pa., gives the following particulars 


about twenty-ive armed Italian mimers crossed 
the river from Armstrong's, aud, conducting 
thernselves in a notous manner. drove women 
and children from their houses. They were 
promptly repelled by s small force of citizens, 
About 4 o'clock 
this evening a body of about seventy-five men 
crossed the river from Buena Vista, formed in 
line nbove the coal works, where tho ltalians are 
quar g:red, and opened fired upon them. Aftor 
an @ichange of shots, lasting about three- 
quarfers of au hour, the Italieus dis- 
played o white fisg; the firing ceased, 
and they promised to leave the place to-morrow. 
Four ltalians are known to be killed and a num- 
ber severely wounded, while the Americans es- 
caped enttrely unburt, Large aumbers of 
citizey 4 are coming into the village offering aid 
to repel the attacks of the foreigners. The 
Sherif of Westmoreiand County, with a equad of 
polioe, are on hand, and will, it is believed, pre- 
vent a fuither outbrea.

The mother, a portly (derman woman, 
Was present in custody. 

The firet witness put upon tle stand was Dr. 
Joun H. Comfort, of No. 253 West Twentieth 
street, who testified iuat ou the 12tn of 
Sowtember. he attended the child ‘* for 
acalds received,” eas the mother stated, 
“by falling into a tub of hot water while 
playing w.th ber brother.” On last Saturday 
ir. Jauiseh came to me and said he wanted me 
tocome and see Carrie; that the child was 
burned again. I think he said that the mother 
burned the child on the stove. Witness went to 
aiiend to the caso under the impression tha: 
something was wrong. On entemng the house 
was met by the mother, who said the child was 
purned during afit. She sppeared confused, 
saying that shonid not say anythang about it ; 
that she bad intended to send for a dispensary 
surgeon, but was afraid be would accuse her of 
burning the child. On seeing taat the child was 
burned from the feet to the hips, I told the 
father tbat the injuries were fatal,on which 
Janisch and another woman who was in the room 
said to Mrs. Janisch, ‘*You have dane it this 
time."” I do not think Janiach and his wife 
hived happily together. 

Theresa Donohoe, living at 639 Washington 
street, was called up-stairs on Fiiday last, and 
saw Mre. Janiech ina fit. It was the first time 


she had seen her, as Mrs. Janisch had not been , 


in the house more than two orthrve days. About 
7 o'clock Mre. Janisch esked me the time, and 


then went back to ber own room and ehut and }

out, *‘Mother, take the baby off the stove.’ 
Heard her say ‘Shut up.” Told my husband 
that I thought the baby was on the stove.

Did not see it, 
bat heard it crying. Mrs. Janisch seemed to be 
devermined to keep the witness out of the room, 
and crying ‘‘Murder!” ‘* Police!” 

Elizabeth Dolan, of No. 639 Washiogton 
street, was on tho stairs and heard the cbild say: 
‘* Mother, take me off and J won’t teil papa.” 

Charles Henry Janisch, a littie lad, brother of 
the deceased, testified: Mother put sister Carrie 
on the stove. She took Carne out of bed and 
put her on thestove. Carrie said, ‘‘ Mamma, 
taxe me off!" end she said she would not, thas 
Carrie should stay there till my father came 
home. I told my motherto take Carrie off the 
stove, but she would not. 

Charles August Janisch, busband of the pris- 
oner, wes next examined and testified: I work 
at the Christopher street depot; I went to work 
at 3 o'clock Friday morning last and came 
home at 7; some one in the yard said 
the matter m my house ; 
my brother went up with me; the room was 
filled with smoke; I saw my little girl ly-

Caroline Kiappman, of No. 205 East TPhurty- 
ninth street, a friend of the Janisch family, weut 
to the house at 9 o’clock Friday morning, and 
heard tho little girl say, ** Mother put me on the 
stove.” Often saw Mrs. Janisch im fits and in- 
toxicated. She always treated her children 
kindly when sober, end only whipped them when: 
drunk. 

Deputy Coroner Leo testified that the child 
was literally roasted to death. The jury ren- 
dered the following verdict: ‘* We tind that the 
said Carrie Janisch eame to her death from 
shock and oxheustion. following burns received 
on Friday morning, Nov 20, 1874, through bewg 
placed upon the stove by its mother, and we 
further find that the roother was seusible at the 
time she did it.” The prisoner, on being formal- 
lv examined, said she knew nothing about it. 
She waa at once committed to the Tombs, to 
await the action of the Grand Jury. 

TME ACQUITTAL OF MRS. LOW.

The trial of Mrs. Low, at Havana, [il., for the 
murder of her husband, resulied in a verdict of 
acouittal. on Tuesday, the 24th inet., after a trial 
of tive daye.

MASKED ROBBERS aT WORK NEAR EASTON, Pa. 
Easton, Pa, (Nov. 24), Correanonience of the New York 
SUA. 

Great uneasiness prevails, occasioned by the 
fact that a gang of masked robbers ars oporaiiug 
in this locality. So bold have the scoundrels be- 
come that they operate in broad daylight. It is 
comforting to know that two recent attempts to 
rob and murder were foiled, and in each case a 
robber met a fate richly deserved. 

(in Saturday night a merchant named Koons, 
in the Village of Cherryville, was eitting in his 
store after business, taiking to a colored man 
named James Crane, who was in his employ. 
While they were eagaged in conversation a 
woman, dressed in good taste, entered. She in- 
quired in a modest manner if she could seo Mr. 
Koons. The proprietor made himself known, 
and the lady in atearful manner told him that 
she had come to Cherryville expecting to meet 
her husband, Mr, Coyne, agent for a hoopskirt 
house in New York, but that he bad been de- 
tained somewhere and had not arrived. She 
conld not bear the idea of remaining in the 
hotei alone, and as she had often heard her hus- 
band epeak of Mr. Koons, she had resolved to 
beg the hospitality of bis house for the night. 
Mir. Loops was acquainted with the lady’s hua- 
band, aud was happy to grant her request. His 
family bad retired, but she would meet them at 
breakfast in the morning, and he would take 
pleasure in showing ber apartments where she 
might the nigitt. 

Mr. Koons lived in the same building occupied 
by the store, and Mra. Uoyue occupied a room 
facing the road, up-stairs. The man Crane did 
not seem to look at Mrs. Coyne in the same light 
that his employer did, and believing all was not 
mght, sipped up-stairs to the room he knew the 
lady must occupy, and secreted himself under 
the bed before she entered. 

Mrs. Coyne carried ia her band a smal! satchel. 
wom Os nae locked herself in bee roams ahe 
opened it, and took out two revolv a large 
knife, and 8 long piece of rope. Gronb hee dis- 
covered that the supposed woman wasa man ip 
disguise. Crane did pot fancy his position much, 
but the man stretched f on the bed with- 
Out discovering him, Crane remained on the 
watch for a long time, as it seemed to him. 
Finally a whistle was heard directly beneath the 
window. The man in the bed sprang up, and, 
cautiously raising the window, sated in a low 
voice to some one ouiside. Crane now thought 
it ~ st “— a er He knew that bis 
employer a ¢sum of money in the st 
me it was evident that others wa Sue woetante 
of the fact, While the man in the room was 
talking to bis confederates outside, Crane crept 
sileatiy from under the bed, and, crawling up to 
where the maa stood, threw him headlong out 
of ths window to the ground below, a distance 
of 20 feet. Crane theu began to shout to Mr. 
Koons, 

There were two men outside, and, when they 
saw that they were discovered, they raised the 
body of their apparently lifeless companion 
from the ground and carried him to ® wagon in 
the road near by, and drove rapidly away. The 
cloching left behind by the man thrown from the 
window is of the finest material. The satchel 
containod a number of peculiar-shaped tools and 
some smal! bottles of acid. The man was of 
slight build, fair complexion, and a decidedly 
feminine cast of features, and was well calcu- 
lated to deceive the unsuspicious, 

Living on the road between Frankfort Springs 
and Hoopertown, in an isolated spot, are two 
brothers named John and Samuel McGuire. 
One is about 70 years of age, and the other 
between that and 60. For years they have 
been dealing in wool, and have now on band 
about $12,000 worth of that commodity. Thev 
are bachelors, and it has been the general belief 
for years that they had bidden about their 
house large sums in gold and silver. In the 
early part of last week a stranger called at Mc- 
Guires’, and said he was purchasing wool. He 
would buy theirs if they would seil reasonably. 
They wanted 71.25 a pound, but the man would 
not pay it, snd, after expressing his astonishJ 
ment at the brothers living alone, and mak- 
ing some re ee as totheir manner of living, 
he took his leave. Iwo days afteward Samuel 
McGuire waé alone in the house. His brother 
had gone to Frankfort Springs. About 3 o'clock 
ia the afternoon four men, all masked, entered 
the house. They told McGuire that they bad 
come to get what money there was in the 
end that he must teil them where tt was. They 
bound the old man fast to his chair. Notwith- 
atanding his great fright, McGuire protested his 
ignorauce of any money being im the house, and 
16 was not until e revolver was placed to his 
head and he waa threatened with doath that he 
acceded to their demand. He showed them 
where he had concealed 3800 in coin. This was 
secured, but the robbers were not satisfied. 
They returned to the old man and demanded the 
rest of his money. He denied that there was 
any more in 80 earnest a manner thet the 
plunderers evidently believed him. They con- 
cluded to make a search of the honse neverthe- 
leas. 

While they were ransacking the house, John 
returned. He was at ounce seized, but, notwith- 
standing his age, it was vecessary to knock him 
senseless with a hatchet before he could be se. 
cured. The old man was laid on the bed, and 
tied there. The robbers then took Samnel, and 
were fastening bim by the side of bis brother. 
He, thinking that Joha was dead, and that he 
was to be killed also, begged that hie life might 
be spared, and he would deliver ap all their treas- 
sure. He was accordingly releascd, and from 
various piaces in the cellar he took about $4,000 
and gave it to the masked robbers. He dug up 
a box in one corner of the cellar, which con- 


tained $2,700 in goid. The robbers escaped.

The Supreme Court of the United States 
bas recently decided that the Indians who 
maintain the tribal relation, and who occupy 
reservations assigned to them by the Unitec 
States, are really only terants of the property, 
the fee remaining in the Catted States as the 
owner of the property. We have no dont 
thet the Court has et last reached the correct 
and practical solution of the long vexed que-- 
tion of the relations of these tribes to the 
nation. Their independent sovereignty has 
been one of those indistinct theories that ha» 
proved costly and mischievous; itis something 
like the Democratic theory of State sovereign- 
ty. The most direct effect of this decision will 
be the annulment of a score or more of ras- 
cally and frandulent contracts with the In- 
dians for cutting timber on their reservations. 
This whole business of dealing with the In- 
dians has always been morked with more or 
less fraud, aud especially these timber con- 
tracts. Hereafter, if the privilege of cutting 
away these forests is granted to any one, it 
must be done by the United States direct, 


and not through the irresponsible Indian 


No one will regret the calamity 
that has overtaken these speculators. 


The New York J/-;al? recently made a 
comparison of the municipal debt of its city 
with that of Paris, which. if analyzed, will 
searcely bring comfort to the hearis of the 
New York tax-fayers. The debt of New 
York is, in round numbers, $150,000,000, or 
The debt of Paris, 
including a recent loan asked for, is 3412,- 
UW0,000, or about $206 per capita. But there 
are special circwustances to account for the 
greater burden of the Paris debt. A very 
large proportion of its indebtedness was the 
result of a disastrous war, in which the cepi- 
tal of Frauce not only hed to contnbute its 
the expenses, but also bore 
great losses of iis own atthe hands of the 
Communists. The debt of Pars in 
1870, before the war and after Hauss- 
mann had completed his gigantic system of 
improvements, was only $142 per capita.

The applica- 
tions for rehearing are multiplying at an 
alarming raie, and the consideration of these 
petitions involves the consumption of a 
great deal of the time of the Couri. The 
tribunal is peripatetic in its character; it 
holds its sessions in three diferent por- 
tions of the State; the records are car- 
ried about from one portion of the 
State to another, for the convenience 
of Judges to whom the decisions of particu- 
lar cases are assigned. While the Court is 
nominally composed of seven Judges, canses 
are really decided by but one ortwo. Oral 
arguments are so infrequent that the whole 
Bench rarely become familiar with any one 
case, and when canses are oraliy argued the 
| decision is so long deferred that it has faded 
out of the recollection of the Court, and in 
most instances might as well never have been 
made. A great number of causes are carric 
to thet Court for the dishonest parpose of 
delay merely, and, as the practice now stands, 
| there is no way of preventing it. The judg- 
ment appealed from draws but 6 per cent in- 
terest, and an appeal, which postpones the 
day of payment from one to two years, 
is @ money making operation, a most 
efficient method of securing en extension, 
and is in the nature of 2 forced loan at 6 per 
cent interest. We have named but a portion 
of the evils which the Bench, the Bar, and 
the public are compelled to endure, and the 
question at once arises, What is the real 
source of these dificnitics; what remedies, 
if any, can be found? In his open letter 
Judge McAllister attributed very much of the 
Cifficulty io the fact that there were large 
numbers of men practicing law ‘‘whom the 
Almighty never intended for lawyers.” This 
is doubtless true. But there is no way of 
getting rid of those falling within his deserip- 
tion who are now engaged in the practice, 
and no way of preventing the future acces- 
sion of such men to the ranks of the pro- 
fession, save very much greater rig- 
or in the examinstion of apricants, 
| and @ much closer scrutiny as to their capa- 
bilities, than is now exercised. Even these 
incompetent men will succeed in passing the 
| required examination; and it is altogether

THE PENNSYLVANIA REIGN OF TERROBE. 

Our issue of yesterday contained a startling 
record of outlawry in the anthracite coal re- 
gions of Pennsylvania, growing out of the 
atrocious and fiendish depredations of a se- 
eret society, banded together for purposes of 
violence, arson, and murder, and known ts 
the Molly Maguires. The organization re- 
sembles that of the ‘‘ Molly Meguires” for- 
merly in Ireland, who worked in secret to 
murder landlords, bailiffs, agents, attorneys, 
Judges, jurors, and all other perties who were 
obnoxious to them. The Pennsylvania Molly 
Maguires have thus far killed and burned 
with impunity. They have snecessfully de- 
tied tlle law, because the authorities have vir- 
‘unlly made no attempt to suppress their out- 
rages. They have held their Church in sov- 
ereign coatempt, although the Church is 
supposed to havo more inflnence over its 
communicauts than the civil authorities. 
They have scouted at the warnings of 
the Archbishop of the State, and threatencd 
with violence the local priests who have 
remonstrated with and rebuked them. They 
recognize no anthority, and ravaye, plunder, 
and burn, with even more freedom than the 
savages of the Western frenticr, or the Ku- 
Klux of the South. ‘Lhe result is that a con- 
dition of anarchy prevails in the coal regions 
of Pennsylvanie, and peaceful, respectable, 
industrious people are at the mercy of these 
villains, who are less merciful than the Thugs 
of India. Coal operators and superintend- 
ents have been murdered; corpses of their 
victims are daily taken from the rivers. One 
faction of these desperadoes have muir- 
dered twenty persons in a week. Min- 
ing towns have been fired by them 
to furnish opportunities for riot and plunder. 
Telegraph-operators have been driven from 
their ofices and threatened with death if they 
transmitted any account of their depreda- 
tions and crimes. Well-to-do citizens of that 
rezion have suddenly disappeared. Farmers, 
mainers, and school-teachers have been at- 
tacked and killed upon the roads and in their 
homes. Noone is spared. Old men, feeble 
women, and little children are among their 
victims. When they cannot find victi:ns 
among innocent people, they murder each 
other. These men who belong to the Molly 
Maguires are Irish colliers who are out 
ef work. As there new 30,000 col- 
ers unemployed, and it is probable 
that this namber will be largely 
creased by the stoppage of the iron 
oad coal bnsiness, it is more than probabis 
that the ranks of the Mollie Maguires will be 
reinforced, piurtly with men suffering from 
destiiution and partly with those desperadoes 
who are ready at any time for deeds of vio- 
lence and blood. The organization will thus 
grow so powerful that it wil! compel all the 
unemployed to come into iis ranks or use 
them es tools to carry out its bloody pn 
poses. A state of anarchy now exists in that 
region worse than apyining ever known ina 
ihe history of this couutry. What will it bo 
when Winter fairly sets in, when business 
entirely stopped aud thousands more 
oY workingmen are out of work and wages, 
who wi: naturally drift into this organiza- 
uon, and, rendered desperato by their cir- 
camstances, will be ready for any villainy 
the Molly Maguires may assign them to do? 
A fearful responsibility rests upon the Gov- 
ernor Of the State of Pennsylvania. The 
avathy of the authorities has already resulted 
in ihe murders of scores of innocent, pence- 
fal people, end ihe desperadoes are growing 
bolder aad bolder as they find that no 
one interferes with them. Such a state 
of things is not only horrible to reficet upon, 
but itis a disgrace to the State which fails 
19 protect its people. It is no longer a labor 
question, no longer a matter to be settled be- 
(ween the employers andthe empioyed. Itisa 
inatter to be settied between the State and a 
gang of desperadoes and outlaws setting the 
laws of the State at defiance. It is a rebell- 
ion organized by a mob of cutthroats against 
the peace and security of society, andit is 
ithe duty of the State authorities to crush 
this rebellion, if they have to kill every mau 
engaged in it, not only to guarantee immedi- 
cte protection, but the future security of this 
oxtensive region. 
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ARISTOCRACY VS. PLUTOCRACY. 

Our fundamenta! law, the Constitution of 
the United States, contains this provision : 
‘**No patent of nobility shall be grantcd by 
the United States. No State shall 
grant any patent of nobility.” The object of 
this provision was to prevent, not only an 
aristocracy, but a plutocracy, A good share 
of the framers of the Constitution were rich 
men, but none of them had the colossal for- 
tunes which dazzle this latter-day age. They 
saw that England was controlled by the 
titled grandees wuose robber ancestors had 
portioned out the soil between them, and 
they wished to guard against any such subju- 
gation of the many to the few in America. 
if titles were forbidden, they thought that 
central figures around which fortunes might 
cluster would be wanting. But industrial 
improvement hes become so gigantic that tho 
life of one man is long enough in these days 
of speculation to permit the accumulation of 
an amount of wealth which three gencrations 
could not have amassed a century ago. One 
of the details in the story of the Sharon wed- 
ding is &R case in point: In 1864 yr. Sharon 
lost his entire fortune. In the decade since 
then he has made many millions. A Nevade 
raiiroad, for wuich he never paid a cent, is 
now yielding hin $12,000 a day. He owns 
thousands of feet of unmined gold. It is 
mined and milled and coined forhim. His 
house is a palace. His wealth is nntold. He 
is about to sit in the United Sta:.: Senate 
from 1875 to 1551,—thauks to hb.. ney. 
He is @ man of great ability, certui..», in 
the way of absorbing the earnings of 
others. Burt he might be all this ang 
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much more, end if he had not moner he

When Jim Nye was asked why he did not 
seek for re-election as Senator from Nevada, 
he said: “* Why, the man who wauts the 
seat has a gold-mine.”

Lhe American people have shown, since 
the formation of the Government, a keen 
horror of any form of aristocracy. Public 
feeling killed the *: Order of the Cincinnati,” 
established soon after the War of Independ- 
ence. Even Washington’s membership 
could not save it. The same _ feel- 
ing was displayed when Gen. Sherman 
suggested the expediency of keeping 
up the army organizations forever by admit- 
ting the eldest sousof members. No, said 
the public, let the Society perish with the 
men who formed it. Its mission will be 
ended then. Let the last dozen, the last four 
members, finally the last member, meat 
on the anniversary, drink to the mem- 
cries of the dead,—and die. We will 
have no hereditary succession, no privileged 
class, no men enjoying honors because their 
far-off ancestors deserved well of their 
country. It is well that this feeling should 
flourish. The Republic thrives best on an 
even soil. But it is not well that an aristocracy 
of wealth should be fastened upon the 
couniry. The less money has to do with 
elections and politics the better. ‘The less re- 
spect the mere ownership of money commands, 
the better. Itis far better for the country 
that wealth should be distributed rather than 
concentrated. There would be fewer gigantic 
undertakings, but the greatest happiness of 
the greatest number would be better assured. 
The remedy for the power of a plutocracy is 
not very plein. Itis probably to be sought, 


| first, in the higher education of the masses, 


and then tn the interdiction of grants of pub- 
he property to private corporations, and in a 
rigid legislative control of the corporations, 
Most of the colossal 
fortunes of to-day have been based on sub- 
sidies granted in aid of privete enterprises, 
and have been swollen by the skillfally-seliish 
control of mémmoth corporations, founded, 
nominally to enrich stockholders, and 
really to allow Directors A and B to rival 
Croesus. Ifrdinate wealth has 
too much power. Have we rejected the au- 
thority of an aristocracy only to bow to the

THE TREASURY RAIDERS. 

The Senborns, Jaynes, and other perasites 
of the Treasury Department, which were 
swept away by the repealing acts of the last 
session of Congress, will be in Washington in 
force this winter, demanding to be reinstated. 
All the Republican members of Congress who 
took an active pertin exposing and denounc- 
ing the rascality of the special jobbers had to 
encounter their opposition at the fall election. 
They made a direct efort to defeat Mr. Fos- 
ter, of Ohio, who was, however, sustained by 
his constituents. ‘These men, under the 
chamnpionship of Butler, propose to appeal to 
the ltepublicans in Congress to renew these 
contracts whereby these men can levy black- 
mail upon the commercial community and 
plunder the Treasury of its revenues. 

The Special ground they will take is that 
the revenues trom the tariff in '73-’4 were 
less than those of the previous year, and this 
falling off they will declare to be due to 
smuggling. ‘Thisis very weak. The rev- 
enue from customs last year was over $163,- 
000,000, which was in excess of the needs of 
any honest and economical administration of 
the Government. The smuggling done in the 
United States is comparatively very light 
| when compared with the immense frontier. 
It.-has always existed along the Canada bor- 
der, smuggling being quite easy into Ver- 
mont, New York, and perhaps into Michigan. 
The other form of smuggling is that by pas- 
sengers from Europe who purchase largely of 
laces, and perbaps diamonds. This form of 
smuggling exists all the world over, and, if it 
is more excessive in the United Siates than 
elsewhere, it is because we refuse to learn by 
expericuce that the most certain preventive 
O1 smuggling is to take away the inducement 
therefor. A low rate of tax on lace would break 
up smugzling, because then the lace could be 
purchased here at such a small advance on 
the Enropean prices that if would not com- 
péensate the risk of smuggling. Mr. Butler, 
in behalf of his clients, will make an appeal 
to the Republican party to restore these 
parasites to their position as licensed black- 
mailers and farmers of the revenue.

A CASE OF CONVERSION. 

If there be in all this world an entity or 
institution needing conversion to good prin- 
ciples and good morals, it is & morning jour- 
nal of this city, once the organ of the Dem- 
ocratic party and of the Rebellion, at present 
a ‘* What-is-it ?” but claiming to be a repre- 
sentative of independent journalism! Tax 
Tristye has elready made some headway in 
bringing about a reformation in the princi- 
ples, if not in the morals, of this nondescript 
sheet. We hed, in a recent issue of THe 
‘Tragonr, made certain remarks on the char- 
acter and nature of our Government. These 
remarks were not to the taste of the whilom 
organ, of what is now called by it a ‘“‘ putrid 
reminiscence.” We werecharged with claim- 
ing that the United States is a nation,— 
anation in an unqualified sense,—as much a 
nation as France, Germany, or Great Britain. 
** No,” answered the nondescript, ‘‘we are not 
2nation; we are both anation and aconfedera- 
cy.” “ Tosay that we are not both a nation 
and a confederacy is pregnant with great evil. 
It is leaning towards centralization.” We re- 
plied that the principle that we were, ia any 
sense, af confederacy, justified secession on 
condition broken of the compact or contract 
on which the confederacy was based. Where- 
upon the morning ‘* What-is-it ?” makes 
auswer in substance as follows: ‘‘ You fal- 
sify; 1 never said we were a confederacy in 
eny sense. We are not a confederacy at all. 
We are a nation, pure and simple. I slways 
said we were a nation. Don't I know that, if 
I were to maintain that this country is & con- 
federacy in any sense whatever, I should be 
maintaining the right of secession on condi- 
tion broken? I never said we were @ con- 
federacy.” It is mstructive to quote the pre- 
cise words of the short but decisive 
controversy. Says the 7imes, Nov. 24: “* The 
7imzs,no more satisfied with the half-told truth 
of the secessionists than with the half-told 
truth of the centralist, rejects the conclusions 
of both; and, bringing out the whole truth, 
affirms the true theory of the Constitution to 
be, that we are both a nation and ea confed- 
eracy of States; in some things we are na- 
tional and not State or federative; in all 
others we are State or federative, and not 
national.” Says Taz Tripvne in reply, Nov. 
26: 
ing to the 7imes; for it informs us the 
United States is both a nation and a confed- 
eracy. We take issue with it just there. 
The United States is a mation, . .. in 
no sense a confederacy. On the snupposi- 
tion that we are, in any sense, a confederacy, 
the door is left open for nullification or 
secession on the ground that the terms of 
the compact on which the confederacy was 
based have been disregarded. The right of 
secession, on condition broken, is insepara- 
ble from a confederacy.” 

And the 7imes, Nov. 27: ‘‘ To recite even 
a small part of the overwhelming mass 
of evidence which our history has pro- 
duced, showing that we are anation, and 
not in any sense a confedermcy of nations, 
would require a volume.” A confederacy of 
nations is precisely the same as a confederacy 
of States, since a confederag; can be formed 

nly by the contract sovermign parties, and 
State and nation, when sovereign bodies, 
mean precisely the same thing. 

Now here is a genuine case of conversion. 
The quondam organ of the ‘‘ putrid reminis- 
cence ” is made a proselyte to good Republic- 
an principles, and leays as much towards 
centralization as do we. We could only wish 
that it might persevere twenty-four hours in 
these good principles. If it believes in them, 
why does it not, instead of wasting rts energy 
to no purpose, turn abontand advooate them ? 
The adherents of the ‘* putrid remimiscence ” 
still read its columns, and it certainly can do 
no better than endeavor to elevate them to 
at least the mcral level which it has reached 
itself, 


RAILWAY REFORM IN ENGLAND. 

An importart change in railroad passenger- 
travel in Emgiand has been inaugurated 
which the weagre cable dispatches did not 
render inteVligible. MHiiherta, upon all Brit- 
ish railrea@s provision was made for three 
classes of travel. The rave varied from 4 
cents to 6 cents per mile for first class ; from 
3 cents te 4 cents for secomsl class ; and aver- 
aced 2 gents per mile for third class. Orig- 
inally, the third-class cauriages, which were 
provided pursuant to act of Parliament, were 
run separately, in slow trains, the law re- 
quiring each company to run a third-class 
train the entire length of the road, 
each way, daily. These were designated 
Parl#amentary trains, and the receipts there- 
fro. were exempt from taxation.* The speed 
was. to be not less tham 12 miles an hour, 
whk.ich rate was seldom exceeded, whereas the 
ey.press trains attained an average speed of 
40 to 50 miles an houy including stoppages. 
Eventually the Midiayid Railway Company 
began running third«‘dass carriages in con- 
junction with the regular trains. The other 
companies were obUged to adopt the same 
policy. The Midiangi has now led off with a 
sll greater reform. It has abolished second- 
class carriages, and determined io furnish the 
‘“irst-class accommodations at second-class 
rates. ‘The rates wharged by this Company 
are, therefore, 3 cints per mile for first class 
and 2 cents for the other class. This radical 
proposition was &pproved by the shareholders 
at a meeting hejd onthe 17th inst., but, in 
deference to the wishes of rival companies, 2 
conserence Was agreed upon to consider the 
details of fhe proposed change. On the day 
following, at a meeting of the Directors of 
five lead:mg milways, it was resalved to con- 
tinue the running of three classes of car- 
rages. 

It is difScult for an American to compre- 
hend the full significance of the proposed 
change. In England society is divided into 
toree clesses--the upper, middle, and lower. 
Tha proposition to mix the upper and middle 
classes was therefore received with much in- 
diguation. District mectings of the share- 
holders of the Midland Railway were held, at 
which the insolence of second-class passen- 
gers was indicate|, and this startling conun- 
drum propounded: “If the proposal 
were carried out, how could ladies 
then travel even first-class without 
an escort?” The entire blame was thrown 
upon Mr. Allport, the General Manager of 
the Midland, and, at the Alanchester meeting, 
his progressive views were sccoanted for by 
the fact that ** Mr. Allport has been to Amer-. 
ica, and Lere is the upshat of it.”

Inves.ed 
wiih the high@st authority. the sons of Sadduc, 
the priest, turned their whcis interest to world- 
ly aifans, and negiecsed their sacied mission 
as sjiritual leadeis. While they indulzed 
in luxurious pleasures and affected hLeathen- 
ish culim‘e, they ciupg w.th the utmost zeal 
to the cld iitua's, being uawiling to renounce 
their privileges ia the Tempie, in which tie po- 
litical and religious welfare of the nation seemed 
to culmimare. Nor did this corruption cease 
with tle Maccabean jyriest*, woo, though the 
deseendaots of a noble siock of pious men, 
vheu ovce elevated to the high position of Kings, 
did vot piove faithiul to their sacred duties. 
They foimed an aristocratic party, called the 
Saddneecs, to prese:ve the old traditions war- 
tauting their own sanctity, aud to keep them- 
selves aloof from the common, unholy peop.e, 
inferior to them aso by the lack of Hellenic 
education and manuers. 

On the otber tide, however, en cpposition had 
arise from the ratks of the people, men who, 
Like the Puritans in Evg!laud, fought with glowing 
and iuspining fervor against the abuses of the 
priesthood, and in order to check the source of 
iniquity iepel'ed, es much as” possible, any 
social intercourre with bheatheres. Borrowing 
many sacred usages trom the pilesthood, they 
exioried the claims of boliners to atiribute 


| them to themeelves, and declared any Is:aelite 


leading a pure life devoted to learning, to de- 
serve greater mer.t than the high priest, wear- 
ing the goiden ciadem on bis forebead. These 
vere ihe Tha:iees, the defenders of the rights 
of ihe peopl¢ ageinst priestiy arrogance.

They 
were the propagators of knowledge, the founders 
of schoo's, the irue priests of the jaw, whose 
anctuairy they opened for all, making it the 
centie of religion, instead of the gorgeous tem- 
pié with its bioody sacrifices, Once, the Talmud 
relatea, when on the day of atone- 
ment the high priest left the tanctuaiy, 
having perfo.med the most imposing ce:emony of 
the vear, Semeas and [Ptalion, the two Piinci als 
of the Jewish Acsdemy, came along and were in- 
stantly surrcuncea by the tarong of peorle who 
bad, until then, escorted the high-priesis. But 
Sameas aud Ptalion were cf foreign descent. 
and when they eaiuted the high-priest he 
answered with bitterness: ** May the foreigners 
walk ia peace!” ‘* The foreiguers,” said they, 
‘swill walk im peace, for they fulfill their 
peaceful mission, but not so the son of Aaron.” 

These two great masters, whom even King 
Herod «pared amidst his cruel persecutions of 
ell mev of learning, were the teachers of our 
Hillel. A native of Babylonia, of noble destext,

It was rmpos- 
sible tor anv intelligent man to conceive a dif- 
ferent result. ‘The belief in immortality was 
not accidental; it did not depend upon educa- 
tion. Every man believed substantially what he 
believed ; there was no race of beings that did 
pot believe in a God of some kind and a future 
life, Was it conceivable that God had go o:gan- 
ized our being and so controlled us that we wera 
compeiled to believe that which was pot trne? 
He believed, with the Apostle Paul, that faith 
was the substance of things, and hope the ev:- 
dence of things not seen. Whilé the intellects 
of men changed, and they believed o.1e thing 
to-dav aod something else to-morrow, the in- 
stincts of humanity vever changed. What 
mio loved in the beginning he loved to- 
dav. When every buman soul, from the com- 
mencement to this day, bad been worshiping God, 
and reaching outafter Him, thers must be a 
God; else every man was literally acheat.

ANSWER. 

It ia not possible to give a complete answer to 
these questions without employing a number of 
mathematical figures and formuias; and they 
would be out of place in the columns of a news- 
paper. We will, however, try to indicate the 
mode at reastuing out the mathematics in the 
case. 

Laking the distance from the centre of thesun 


| to his surface asthe unit of measurement, let d 
represent the distance to which an expulsive 


force at the sun would cause a body to recede 


| from him; that is, the distance at which the out- 


ward movement’ would cease, owing to the re- 
tarding influence of the sun's attraction. Letr 
represent the distance from the sun at apy point 
in its path, either coing or returning ; 0, the veloc- 
ity, or the space passed over in a unit of time, at 
the distance, r; and jf the distance through 
which the body would fail in the first unit of 


time atthe énn’s surface, Flhen the square of » 
will be fonnd by subtracting r from d, dividing 
the rethainder by dr, aud multiplymg the result 
into 4f. 

Now, the quantity d minus r, by dr, represents 
the square of the rate of traveling along the cir- 
cumference cf an eclipse, where d is the major 
axis; r, the distance of any point from the prin- 
cipal focus; aud the departure or bending of the 
curve from the tangent line, measured in the 
direction of the focus, varies inversely as the 
square of r. Hence the attraction of the rua 
pulle the earth along the circumference of the 
ellipse, instead of pertiitung it to describe the 
waoveut line. 

The lineal velocity with which the earth, or 
any other body, moves at any poiut is, therefore, 
éxactly equal to that'which would be generated 
by a fall from an original distance equa! to the 
major axis of the orbit. Itis also equal to the 
velocity due to an expulsive force which would 
be exhausted when the body had reached a dis- 
tance from the stun equal to the major axis of 
its orbit. The fall from the tangent line to 
the curveina unit of time is that due to the 
sun's attracuon operating in that unit of time 
only. ln the circular orbit these two movements 
are toeach other as the arc to its versed sine. 
We may note, also, that, whether the path de- 
ascribed be a straight hoe avd back (the sun be- 
ing at one end of the line), or acircle having a 
diameter equal to that straight line, or an ellipse 
of any possible eccentricity, baving its major 
axis equal to that strafgbt line, the period of 
revolution will be pane. 

The earth, when thr from the enn, did 
not describe a spiral path, nor has she done #o at 
any subsequent date. ‘The same is true of all 


the other planets. The equations above indi- 
cated show, also, that even if a convulsion in 
the sun should be powerful enough to erpel a 
body to an infinite distance, the path described 
would be the half of a parabola, and not a 
spiral.

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THE OLD PEOPLE’S HOME. 

FORMAL OPENING YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 

: A description of the Old People’s Home, re- 
cently erecced on Indiana avenve, between 
Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth streete, was 
given in Tue TRIbUNE Saturday morning. In 
tbe afternoon the Home was formally opened. 
The new Home is the outgrowth of the Old 
Women’s Home, No. 1245 Indiana avenue, which 
bes honored the city by its many good offices 
for the last twelve years. If an objection was 
ever expressed to the character or work of the 
Women’s Home, it was that, while it was sup- 
ported by the public without regard to sex, Dove 
were admitted to its comforts except females, 
as its rame wou'd imply. This unjust distiac- 
tion was marked not only by the mavagement, 
bat by many of the philanthropic minds of the 
city. Having proved so great @ blessing 10 
its original and limitea splere, the o> sm 
gained prominence that its usefulness co 
extonded. With this view a move was macvo 
toward its extension. The management nobly 
seconded the suggestion, and ways and meaus 
were at once sought acd embraced to that end. 
Tha Old People’s Home, locazed as above, and 
ovened yeeterday, is the result. 
y THE COST. 

The building and the lot upon which it stands 
cost about $64,000. Before the com:nencemens 
of the building the Chicago Relief and Aid Soci- 
ety subscribed $50,000 to the enterprise, witn 
tho understanding that it was to be repaid by the 
Home’s care of peisons sent there upok 
its orders at rate of $2.5°0 each.

Mrs. Charles Follansbee, #2.000 ; John H. Fos- 
tor, $1,000 ; Sidney Kant, $50; and N. Luding- 
too and B. P. Hutchinson, $200 each.
